312 SPECIAL LAWS

CHAPTER CXXI.

AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE MONEY TO AIN THE COUNTY OF MURRAY
IN THE CONSTRUCTION OF A BRIDGE ACROSS THER QUTLET OF LAKE
SHETEEK, ON THE LINE BETWEEN SECTIONS EIGHT AND SEVEN-
TEEN, TOWNSHIP ONE HUNDRED AND SEVEN, RANGE FORTY, IN
SAID COUNTY.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SecrioNn 1. That the sum of five hundred dollars, or so much
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of apy
moneys in the state treasury belonging to the internal improvement
fund, or out of the first moneys which shall come into the treasury
belonging to said fund, to build a substantial bridge across the
waters of the outlet of Lake Shetek, and grade the approaches thereto,
where the old United States government road crosses the said outlet,
at or near the section line of sections eight and seventecn (8 and 17),
n township one hundred and seven (107}, range forty (40}, in Mur-
ruy county ; and said bridge when erected shall be kept in repair by
said county, and be forever free from toll,

Skc. 2. The said bridge and grading shall be constructed under
the direction of the board of county commissioners of said county
of Murray, and no part of eaid appropriation shall be paid out of
the state treasury until said bridge and grading shall be completed
and ready for travel.

Sec 3. That the governor shall appoint three persons, citizens
of Murray county, to view said bridge and grading when completed,
and examine all contracts, vouchers, and accounts respecting the
construction and cost thereof, and to fix the said cost and make
report thereof to the state auditor,

Sec. 4. That upon the receipt of said report by the state auditor,
he shall draw his order in favor of the said county of Murray, on the
state treasurer, for any monéy belonging to the internal ithprove-
ment fund, for the cost of said bridge and grading, not to exceed
five hundred dollars; the state treusurer shall pay over such money
to the county treasurer of Murray county upon said order or orders,
and such money shall be paid out by the county treasurer upon the
order. or orders of the board of county commissioners, in pzyment
of the costs of said bridge or grading.

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from aad after
its passage. ’
